~The Present Aspect.

Sunday, Dec. 4 

The situation in a great degree is unchang- 
ed since the advance of the rebel lines last 
night. It is reported that Yo of our trans- 
ports were captured last night by the enemy, 
between Nashville and Clarksville. The 
rebels have established batteries On the 
Cumberland at Harpeth Shoals. There was 
skirmishing on ali points of the line, to-day, 
with little loss on elther side. A. le.ze brick 
houre belonging to one Watkins, from which 
the enemy's sharp shooters annoyed work- 
men on our fortifications, was almost de- 
molished by our artillery. 

Great consternation was cre .ted 
curiosity seekers, to-day. All citizens going 
out to the front were gobbied up aad pnt to 
work on the fortifications. This regulation 
was absolutely neeessary to keep ba: ‘crowds 
of idiers from the city. 

In the battle of Franklin it is ascertained 
that the f.liowing rebe! Generals were killed; 
Gist, Brown, and Stah!; Grambary was 
wounded, Itis still said Ciehourne was kill- 
ed, but I don’t consider it certain. Onur own 
loss in this battle will not fall short of 2.000 
men, killed, wounded and captured. A num- 
ber of our wounded are estillin the hands of 
the enemy. The rebel loss could not have 
been less than 6,000. Of the ten brigades en- 
gaged at Franklin six Were commanded by 
Obio officers: Riley, Opdyke, Strickland, 
Cavement, Lane, and Kirby. 


LATER.

Perbaps my dispatches have not yet made 
sufficiently clear, the fact thaton Saturday 
afternoon and night, the rebels advanced 
their main lines to about the same position 
thet their advanced pickets occupied the 
evening before.

The 
rc bels gzeem to be very sparing in the use of 
artifiery, and up to last evening they had 
opened fire only from three guns alone their 
entire line. These were planted not 
far from Granny White's pike. 
Haif a doren shelis were thrown from these 
guns. ‘There was heavy artillery firing this 
morning near the cetiter of our line, but it 
was of little importance. Reconnoisan- 
ces are being sent ont to discover the exact 
position of the rebel wing, but as yet without 
success. The rebeis are engaged very busily 
wpon their field works. 

Brigadier Genera! Elliott, formerty Chief of 
Cavalry on General Thomas’ staff, has been 
assigned to the command of the 2d division 
of the 4th Corps, the same which Wagner 
commanded in the Franklin fight. 

Two companies of the 44th colored infantry, 
coming up from Chatianooga, were attacked, 
Thy miles from this city, on Friday, as I men- 
tioned in my dispatches of Saturday, s largely 
superior force of rebels assailing them.

the United States Sanitary Commission and a 
delegate to the Congress. It is printed at 
Berlim and dedicated to our Minister in Prus- 
sia, Hon. Norman B. Judd. The volume con- 
tains many interesting military statistics up 
to the close of the year 1863, especially those 
which relate tothe mortality, sickness and 
other casualties, and to certain physiological 
characteristics of the soldiers in our armies, 
from which we summarize the following in- 
teresting facts : 

» The general rate of mortality experienced 
by the volunteer regiments of the army for 
fifteen months ending in the fall of 1963, was 
about 72 per annum to 1,000 average numeri- 
cal strength ; 20 from killed in action or dy- 


ing of wounds freceived therein, and 52 from 


disease and accident. | 

From comparison of the results of the nine 
earlier months of the war with those for the 
subsequent six months, the ratcs of mortality 
inereased both from disease and violence with 
officers and men, in the Eastern as well as in 
the Western regiments. The rate of increase 
fiom Violence, however, was much greater 
than from disease: During this time the Wee 
tern rates from wounds for officers and men 
together, were respectively nearly five times 
and one and a half iimes the Eastern rates, 
and from disease nearly three times and twice 
those rates. This ¢xcess is attributed to over 


exertion, as the result of long-con tinued and 


forced marches, ahd of frequent battles, and 
to inadequate supplies, in the neglect of hy- 
gienic laws, and the malarious character of 


' much of the country through which the 


Western armies traversed. — 

The annaal dea'h rate, both in Furope and 
America, of civilians at the military age is 
9 or 10 per thousand. The annual death rate 
of the United States military forces in time 
of peace has been 26 per thousand. The rate 
of fhe British army in time of peace has been 
ebout 17 per thousand. During the war with 
Mexico the average rate was 118 per thou 
sand. During active operations on the Span- 
ish Peninewla the rate was 165 per thousand ; 
and in the campaign of the Allies 
Russia the rate experienced in hospitals alone 
by the British forces was about 232 per thou- 


sand. lt appears, then, that the mortality of
